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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mitsubishi 
Kasei Corp. (JP-06073320). 

Mitsubishi Kasei Corp. teaches an aqueous recording fluid for recording images and has a 
long-term storage stability. Hiroshi also teaches that the fluid contains 0.5-5 % weight of a 
reactive dye, 0.1-10 weight % of biuret as well as urea, an alkali metal, 0.001-5.0 % weight of a 
surfactant and 45-89.5 weight % of water, and mixing of the components, (see Abstract of 
English translation). 

Therefore, Mitsubishi Kasei Corp. anticipates the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was conunonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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5. Claims 1 6-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Mitsubishi 
Kasei Corp. (JP-06073320) in view of Dainippon Ink and Chem KK (JP 58-198570). 

Mitsubishi Kasei Corp. is relied upon above as teaching an aqueous recording fluid for 
recording images. Mitsubishi also teaches a recording fluid that can give a recording imagine by 
mixing the disclosed ingredients in an aqueous medium (see Abstract of English translation). 
The claims differ in that the instant process requires a thickener to form a printing paste. The 
reference is also silent about the use of the disclosed composition in different steps. 

The secondary reference of Dainippon Ink and Chem KK in analogous art teaches an 
aqueous dye composition for printing or dyeing in which the presence of a water-soluble resin as 
a thickener, by which the composition then forms a wet paste that can further be diluted with any 
amount of aqueous solvent, (see Abstract of English translation). 

Therefore, in view of the teachings of the secondary reference, one having ordinary skill 
in the art would be motivated to modify the primary reference by adding a thickener to the 
composition to form a paste, further diluting the composition to form a stock solution, and then 
employing the composition for dyeing and printing. Such a modification would be obvious 
because one would expect that the use of a thickener as taught by Dainippon Ink and Chem KK 
would be similarly useful and applicable to the analogous composition taught by Mitsubishi 
Kasei Corp. Further, by merely changing the order of the steps, the process does not impart 
patenability whereinyUnexpected results are obtained, see Ex parte Rubin (POBA) 128 USPQ
